STRAWBERRIES 


All  strawberry  blossoms  are  of  two  kinds,  either  staminate  (Perfect)  or  pistillate 
(Imperfect).  The  pistillate  varieties  must  have  some  staminate  variety  planted  every 
third  or  fourth  row  to  fertilize  their  imperfect  blossoms  so  they  may  produce  fruit. 
There  seems  to  be  a mistaken  idea  among  some  fruit  growers  that  staminate  varieties 
must  have  pistillate  varieties  planted  with  them  in  order  to  produce  fruit.  This  is  not 
so.  Staminate  varieties  will  do  equally  well  when  planted  alone. 

In  the  fol- 
lowing  de- 
scriptions we 
have  marked 
staminate  va- 
rieties (S)  and 
the  pistillate 
varieties  (P). 


EARLY 


VARIETY 

PREMIER  (S)— An  ex- 
tra early  variety  that  has 
earned  a nation  wide  popu- 
larity within  the  last  few 
years.

In  setting 
the  rule  is  to  plant  each  bulb  at  least  three  times  the  depth  of  its  diameter,  the  pointed 
side  of  the  bulb,  of  course,  should  always  be  up.
